STATUS OF CLAIMS 

On July 25, 2008, Appellant received a Notice of Panel Decision from Pre-Appeal 
Brief Request for Review affirming the rejection of Claims 1 , 2, 4-1 1 and 1 3-21 . Claims 
3 and 12 were cancelled in a Response to Non-Final Office Action filed October 31, 
2006. Claims 18-21 were withdrawn in a Response to Election/Restriction Requirement 
filed May 17, 2006. Claims 1, 2, 4-11 and 13-17 are pending in the application, and all 
stand finally rejected. Concurrently with the filing of the present brief, a fee in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 41.20(b)(2) is being submitted to cover the cost of 
submitting the present appeal brief.
